Much Remains 
To Be Done 


Jews Must Be/in Palestine to Have 
Jewish State 

London, — Dr, Chalm Weizmann, 
president of the English Zionist fed- 
eration, speaking in Yiddish to a 
meeting attended by 5,000 persons, 
said that it would be positively un- 
just to ask the peace conferencé for 
a Jewish state where lineal and_his- 
toric claims were not enough. The 
Jews must first be in Palestine to 
have a Jewish state, There are only 
120,000 Jews in Palestine while there 
are 500,000-non-Jews. Lands, he said, 
are not given to people who are not 
inhabitants of them. 

It was pointed out by the speaker 
that the Jugo-Slavs and the Czecho- 
Slavs have lands in which peoples of 
those races predominate and hold 30 
instead of 2 per cent. of the land as 
in Palestine. Dr. Weizmann said 
that there would be three demands 
upon the peace conference, as_ fol- 
lows: — 
~ 1, Recognition of jthe claim of the 
Jews on Palestine as the future Jew- 
ish land, = 

2. Opportunities to bring the Jews 
back by legitir ate means until in a 
comparatively short time the Jewish 
community in Palestine will be be- 
tween 3,000,000 and 4,000,000 in num- 
ber, This claim is to be vigorously 
pressed, ; y 

. The nomination of Great Britain 
as trustee of Palestine as the empire 
ee the full confidence of all Jewry.

The main task, the speaker _ said, 
was to create a Jewish agricultural 
class without encroaching on the 
Arab peasants; to make the founda-

Restoring Canada’s 
Shipping Facilities 


Freight and Passenger 
Service 
London. — Some progress has been 


da’s shipping facilities to a pre-war 
basis. Sir George Foster has been 
dealing with the quéstion in confer- 
ence withthe British ministry of 
shipping, and an agreement on a num- 
ber of important points has been 
reached, 

Freight and passenger service be- 
tween Canada and the Orient is to 
be. re-established. The steamers 
Asia and Russia, which have been 
employed in E@opean waters + in 
transport work, will be sent back 
with cargoes to -Vancouvey or Hong 
Kong and will then be released to 
their owners, The six freight steam- 
ers formerly plying between Vancou- 
ver and Australia were, all requisi- 
tioned by the admiralty and five apf 
these are to be replacéd as rapidly as 
possible and beginning in the 
freight service will be made at once. 

Service between Halifax and the 
West Indies has already been re-es- 
tablished. The former shipping ser- 
vice between Canada and South Af- 
rica was one ship a month. The Brit- 
ish shipping ministry promises three 
ships between now and May, and 
thereafter a resumption of the old 
service, 

In all these services private con- 
trol of rates will be resumed as they 
are re-established. The North At- 
lantic fréight service is likely, how- 
ever, to remain for a _ considerable 
time under the control of the interna- 
tional maritime transport council, 
which has been co-ordinating — and 
controlling the shipping resources of 
the allied nations.

Floating Safes 


System Developed by Italian Inven- 
tor 

As a means of preven register: 
ed mail and valuable articles owned 
by passengers from being lost when 
a’ ship founders, two Italian inyen- 
tors have developed a system of 
floating’ safes for installation in 
ocean liners, The arrangement *con- 
sists in part of a large cylindrical 
steel casing placed vertically in the 
middle of the ship, the top flush with 
the upper deck and covered with /a 
loose-fitting, easily-lifted cap. The 
bottom of the well is closed by a 
concave head of ~ conswlerable 
strengtly 

Within the shaft is a perforated 
shell of considerably less diameter. 
In the lower part of the inner casing 
there is a hermetically sealed float. 
This bears the name of the vessel, 
and is attached to one end of a flex- 
ible cable wound about a reel. Ar- 
ranged above this is a series of non- 
sinkable vaults. Doors are provided 
in both the outer and inner casings 
at the various decks so that ready 
access is gained to. the safes, 

should a ship thus equipped sink, 
water would enter the well and cause 
the floating vaults to shoot-out of 
1e tube and rise to the surface. The 
purpose of the float in the bottom 
of the’shaft, which has the cable at- 
tached, is to Serve as a marker, in- 
dicating the position of the wreck 
and identifying it. - 

To ‘demonstrate -that the system 
would work if put to the test, one of

— Sanction has been given 
to an order in council increasing the 
Northwest Mounted Police farcé to 
its authorized strength of 1,200 men. 
In addition to its present duties . in 
the territories, the force is further as- 
signed to duty in Alberta, Saskatche- 
wan, British Columbia, Manitoba,,and 
that portion of Ontario embraced in. 
military district No. 10. The force is}- 
also to be the only ‘federal police 
force operating in such ferrifery, 

The duties of the force are to*be: 

1, The enforcement_of federat laws. 

2. Patrolling and protection of the 
international boundary lines. 

3. Enforcement of all. orders in 
council passed under the war. meas- 
ures act for the protection of public 
safety. / 

4. Generally to aid and assist the 
civil powers in the preservation of 
law and order whenever the govern- 
ment of Canaga may direct. 

The order @mphasizes the fact that 
the life of the foyce is assured cither 
as the basis of a permanent federal 
police force or as one of the mounted 
units in=the- permanent force of Can- 
ada, as may hereafter be decided,
